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Should we be concerned, and if we 
should be, how should we prepare to save 
ourselves and our pets? The danger of 
nuclear war presumably comes from Com- 
munist Russia, but Russia has no crash 
shelter program—neither for people nor 
for pets. The Russian leadership apparently 
has assumed that danger of an attack from 
the United States is so remote that it is 
unnecessary to divert investment from pro- 
ductive fields into the barren wastes of 
bomb shelters. Nor, despite his belligerent 
attitude toward us, has Mr. Khrushchev 
felt it necessary to frighten his people into 
a war-scare neurosis. 

Let us note, too, that our own government 
under both the Republicans and Demo- 
crats has taken a very casual attitude to- 
ward civil defence. The agitation for bomb 
shelters and for other fashionable accoutre- 
ments of nuclear war comes primarily from 
certain publishers who can gain from sen- 
sationalism, from contractors who will pro- 
fit from building the shelters, and from 
some few politicians whose motives may 
or may not be disinterested. 

War today is not something to be played 
with for personal gain. When the first 
nuclear bomb is exploded in earnest, life 
as something worth living will end both 
for the killed and for the survivors. 

Our enemies—atheistic Communists— 
realize this, and while taking advantage of 
their strength, nevertheless are preparing 
for peace and for fuller living. 

What a paradox the meanwhile we of 
the Christian world are listening to the 
Luce-talkers and are seriously preparing for 
destruction and death. 

What a commentary that this month as 
we celebrate the birth of Him who preached 
love for all creatures, we find Christian 
Americans prepared to shoot their fellow 
Christian Americans rather than share with 
them their privately built illusionary pro- 
tections against obliteration. 

Only through love alone have the human 
race and human ideals survived. Come war 
or peace, we who believe in mankind and 
in man’s responsibility toward all life must 
marshall our forces to fight for the sur- 
vival of our American institutions. And 
we can do it only by fearlessly holding 
our ideals aloft for all the world to see, 
not by depositing them with ourselves and 
our pets deep in the ground. 

America will survive by facing its pro- 
blems and solving them as free men, not 
by burying its head in bomb shelters. By 
believing in the spirit of Christmas, not 
of darkness and despair.

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MY THOUGHT THIS month, since it’s so 
nearly the Holiday Season, is to discuss 
some of the things we all can do to add 
more fun to the lives of our pets and 
ourselves. 

We see so many articles on cat and kit- 
ten health and care, on breeding and gene- 
tics, and on selling and shipping, that 
sometimes it looks to me as if we've al- 
most forgotten the real reason for having 
pets in our homes—the joy they bring to 
us and to themselves. 

Owning a kitten is a completely joyous 
experience. Its antics, its surprises of dis- 
covery, its almost magical growing up, pro- 
vide unique pleasures which only cat lovers 
can ever know. A grown cat gives an en- 
tirely different sort of satisfaction, but 
one even deeper and more mutually ex- 
pressive of the feline elements in our 
natures and of the humanness in cats. 

Yes, thank goodness, most of us own 
cats for no other reason than for the fun 
of it, and even we breeders, who have 
been trapped by various means into the 
technical side of it, wish many times that 
we could take more time out from our 
paper work, our cleaning, grooming, and 
showing, so that we could just play with 
our cats to the full extent they deserve. 

Kittens and cats are’ naturally playful 
creatures, and even in a bare room could 
amuse themselves by chasing their tails or 
their shadows. And we would eajoy watch- 
ing them do that, too. 

But maybe because we're living in a 
gadget age, maybe just because we crave 
variety and we think our pets do, too, it’s 
a rare human who doesn’t think he 
should buy his pet some kind of toys to 
play with. And, although I'm treating the 
subject lightly, there really are good basic 
reasons for this. 

All of us creatures respond to the differ- 
ent and the new, and all of us grow emo- 
tionally from the external stimuli we meet. 
So, our new little pet kitten who has been 
taken from his mother and brothers and 
sisters to come to our house may grow up 
to be a severely introverted neurotic unless 
we provide it with proper substitutes. 


There’s no want of these available. If 
you refer to the November CATS, you'll 
find dozens of different kinds of cat toys 
advertised—all of them completely safe 
and all offering fun and frolic. And be- 
cause they do offer a variety of different 
forms of play, your kitten will learn from 
them, and you'll have the privilege of a

front-row seat at the finest of all 
tator sports. 

But you'll also want to let your pet in 
on some of the staple toys which have 
pleased countless generations of fun-loving 
cats. Ping pong balls, for example, were 
mentioned as proper playthings for cats 
as far back as 1900, and my present kit- 
tens get more fun out of theirs today than 
they do from any other single toy. Catnip 
mice have an even longer history, and al- 
though even the most sturdy don’t survive 
very long with a determined kitten, they 
are worth many times the small investment. 
The same applies to catnip balls, and all 
the other catnip toys which are available.

The scratching post is almost a necessity 
if you have a grown cat, but it’s fun, too, 
and especially if it’s well loaded with cat- 
nip, your pet will consider his manicure 
as recreation rather than as necessity. 

When doing your shopping for kitty, 
be careful about objects which could do 
him harm. Toys with plastic feathers or 
vanes, for example, will usually not last 
long, and broken-off pieces of plastic can 
often have edges sharp enough to inter- 
fere with a cat's digestion. Lengths of 
string or ribbon can be dangerous, and 
tinfoil from Christmas tree icicles has been 
known to bunch up and form obstructions 
in the intestines. Marbles and plastic balls 
smaller than pingpong balls are too easily 
swallowed to make suitable toys, while rub- 
ber balls are generally too heavy and too 
hard to roll to amuse a cat for long. 

The cardboard houses you see advertised 
are just right for cats, and if you'd rather 
spend your own time and ingenuity, you 
can produce one yourself from a large 
grocery box or two. The scratching post, 
also, can be a homeworkshop project, and 
CATS has even published in the past pat- 
terns for making your own catnip mice 
(October 1955). 

I like to hang little bells around the 
house underneath tables and in other places 
just high enough for my cats to reach. 
You'll find them spending hours hitting 
them back and forth, particularly when 
they want to attract your attention. 

Have you an old bedroom slipper? Stuff 
the toe with catnip and it will take its 
place in your cat’s collection. Is there an 
animated toy somewhere around the house? 
Wind it up and watch your cat's reaction. 

Now, you may believe it or not, but 
there is a proper way to introduce toys, 
particularly moving ones to your cat. Never 
try rolling a new toy toward the cat. In- 
stead, get beside your cat and roll the 
toy away from you both. He'll chase it, 
and the fun is on. 

Sometimes, though, you'll find that you 
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won't get the response you expected. Your 
cat may sulk or appear frightened, or just 
ignore your gift. Don’t feel insulted at 
this lack of appreciation. Instead, leave 
your present and let the cat study it over 
at his leisure. If, after a day or two, he 
still hasn’t accepted it, you might as well 
make up your mind that it’s been declined. 
Don’t blame it on the gift—it's just that 
your particular kitty-cat doesn’t like that 
particular kind of thing. Even then, if 
you care to wait for a few weeks and 
then reintroduce it, you may find that what- 
ever was wrong has mysteriously vanished, 
and that now your cat accepts it with open 
paws. 


A word about catnip. While some cats 
aren't affected by it, most of them go into 
ecstacies and get a delightful harmless 
“binge” out of it. I haven’t found this 
to be true of the so-called catnip “ex- 
tracts” or synthetic catnips that you can 
buy in bottles. None of my cats have ever 
responded in any way to those products. 

During the past decade or so, the grow- 
ing and marketing of catnip has developed 
into a good-sized industry. Catnip is grown 
and harvested like other crops, and is given 
special treatment to be sure it reaches your 
cat in toys or in packages while it still 
has the fragrance and freshness which make 
it attractive to him. A good estimate would 
be that more than a million pounds of 
catnip is sold every year. Quite a business 
to be built on one of the foibles of our 
little cats. 

There are also several companies who 
do nothing but make catnip toys for cats, 
others specialize in cat playhouses, and 
others in scratching posts. Some just pro- 
vide a wide variety of toys of all kinds 
for cats. 

Yes, it won't be difficult for you to 
find playthings for your cat, but let me 
make it plain that they are by no means 
an end in themselves. Toys are fun for 
your feline friend to play with when he’s 
alone, or even when you are with him, 
but they are no substitute for your com- 
panionship. 

Even the most aloof cat needs the at- 
tention of his owner—and not just at 
mealtime, either. So don’t think (and if 
you're a real cat person, of course, you 
haven't) that giving toys to your pet is 
any substitute for your own love and 
companionship. 

Get in there and play with him as often 
as you can. Let him sleep on your lap 
while you're reading or watching TV, or 
playing the piano. Be part of his life as 
he is of yours. 

Toys are great fun, but what really 
counts with your cat is you. 








Cats Confidential 


Too many Shows? Great source of satis-=- 
faction to us in Fancy that this show season 
there'll be 107 accredited cat shows—10% 
more than in 60-61, and 20% more than 
59-60. Shows held in every American and 
Canadian city of 300,000 or more except 
Baltimore, San Antonio, Newark, Fort 
Worth, Birmingham, St. Paul, Norfolk, and 
Omaha. New Baltimore club plans show for 
next year, and future Omaha show also is 
in works. 
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But, take a look at this map. Confusing to 
you? then pity poor show exhibitor. This 
is how weekend of October 7-8 looked to her 
if she was planning to exhibit in East or 
Midwest. 

Circles bound area of 400-mile radius 
around each show—easy traveling in this 
day of planes and super highways. If you 
live in Ontario or Central New York, you'd 
have had to choose between Rochester, 
Toledo, or Hempstead. Eastern Ohioans and 
Western Pennsylvanians had to consider In- 
dianapolis besides. Des Moines, Indian- 
apolis, Toledo—Illinois and half of 
Wisconsin and Michigan had to weigh these 
three, then pass up two of them to go to the 
third. While in New England and Eastern 
New York one had to turn down either Roches-= 
ter or Hempstead. 

All shows suffered. Rochester cancelled. 
Other four split among themselves poten- 
tial that belonged to two or three shows at 
most. 

This is not extreme example. Weekend 
of December 2-3 has shows scheduled for 
Louisville, Fort Wayne, and Columbia, 
South Carolina. February 17-18 will find 
two Florida shows going. In every case 
regular exhibitors—the group in the area 
which provides the drawing cards and the 
dependable quality entries—will be split. 
Fine where potential entries are large 
enough—helps us reach far more of the pub- 
lic than we could otherwise. 
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But only if Fancy itself is growing by 
10% a year can we be justified in continued 
increase in numbers of competing shows. 
Even then, might be worth considering fewer 
and bigger shows. Fewer trips would mean 
lower costs to exhibitors. More cats would 
mean greater draw—larger gates, larger 
entry income for shows. 


Suggestions: First. Associations should 
realize that milage figures of thirty 
and fourty years ago are obsolete. 200 
miles day's journey in 1935—today it's a 
four-hour jaunt. 400 miles once meant 
overnight stop along the way—now it's done 
from midnight to eight o'clock. 300-mile 
travel-distance overlap would still exist 
even with 500-mile distance between an 
Association's shows. But that should be 
absolute minimum. 600 miles much better. 

Second. Associations should talk to each 
other. Should try to work out show sched- 
ules together. Give and take a little. 
Remember, you are supposed to be organized 
for your members and their cats. Even 
United States and Russia carry on diplo- 
matic relations, and surely Cat-Fancy 
feuds, important as they are, can not be as 
serious as the cold war. 

Third, United Shows. The cats don't care 
which Association's symbol is on the Best 
of Color or Best in Show rosette, and 
neither do most of the owners. So why not 
stage area shows with judges from all Asso- 
ciations? ACA, ACFA, and CFA show in Buf- 
falo, for example. UCF, ACFA, ACA, CFA, and 
CFF in Los Angeles. CFF, ACA, CFA in Phil- 
adelphia. And if there's reason for it, 
have two or three successful United shows a 
season, rather than three, four, five, or 
six marginal competing shows. Association 
championships? If no other arrangement 
can be made, let only wins under each As- 
sociation's judges count toward that Asso- 
ciation's Championships. 

Paris: big 400-entry show, and where 
were top Whites from? Gallahad, Castilia, 
and Sylva Wite—all American-bred. 

Cats susceptible to lead poisoning. Dr. 
Richard M. Thomas of the Mark L. Morris 
Animal Foundation at University of Illinois 
reports lead poisoning can be very serious 
in cats. Sources of lead in sufficient 
quantities to cause injury are gasoline 
fumes, and liver and glandular tissues of 
animals. Liver as major part of diet can 
be dangerous. 


Christmas Kittens. Good demand for all 
breeds. $50.00 should be average low for 
good pets, $100.00 bottom for show stock. 
Persians are once again most popular breed 
nation-wide, followed closely by Siamese. 
Then Burmese, AbyssSinians, Manx. National 
advertising of Himalayans is proving ef- 
fective, but Russian Blues, Havana Browns, 
and Rex still remain largely breeders' 
breeds. —C. C.

EVER THE CAT 
by Frank L. Nickerson 


The cat has the unique distinction of 
being shrouded in mystery from the most 
ancient times to the present day. More 
than any other animal it has exerted a 
strange fascination over peoples’ minds 
while stimulating their imaginations. 

It is this curious ability that has created 
a tangled legend about cats and their 
powers that has left its mark on the folk- 
lore, legends and superstitions of every 
country since the cat strolled upon the 
world stage. Even the cat's time of en- 
trance is a mystery. 

Some authorities say that it came upon 
the scene about the 18th century B.C., but 
statements in the Egyptian “Book Of The 
Dead” indicate that the cat was considered 
almost sacred in the 25th century B.C. 
Statues of ancient Gods are depicted with 
heads of cats, aud temples were con- 
structed and dedicated to them in the days 
of ancient Egypt. To kill one meant in- 
stant death. 

Embalmed cats and statues have been 
found in many ancient excavations. There 
is even some evidence that the cat was a 
companion of the lowly caveman. Whence 
came the cat and when? Why was it ven- 
erated and honored in ancient times? No 
one can say with any certainty. 


What happened to cause the cat’s down- 
fall from reverence to fear? No one 
knows. But during the dark ages the 
mere possession of a black cat was suf- 
ficient evidence to brand a person as a 
witch or as being in league with the devil. 
Too often the possession of a black cat 
ended in the cat and its owner being 
burned alive. It is probably from this 
period that the superstition associating 
black cats with bad luck came into being. 
A far cry from early Egyptian days when 
celebrations and ceremonies were held in 
the cat’s honor. 


No other animal has ever been so re- 
vered and so feared. People in England 
and France, for example, burned cats in 
sacrifices, yet they set stiff penalties for 
mistreating or killing a cat. In France it 
was a common thing to build special doors 
for cats. These doors can still be seen in 
the lavish, older residences of France. 


In Egypt the death of a cat was mourned 
by the owner’s shaving off his eyebrows. 
In some cases the entire family performed 
this act of mourning. Many cats were 
embalmed, not in the manner or method 
used on common people, but in the style 
reserved for Kings and the ruling classes. 
To keep the embalmed cats company, mice 
also were embalmed and placed in the cat’s 
tombs, in the manner followed for royalty. 
Some cats were placed in caskets, carved 
into lifelike duplicates of themselves. Cat 
mummies are as common as those of 
people. 


It is curious to find this veneration re- 
versed in Japan and China where the cat 
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early gained the status it later held during 
the dark ages, that of being considered a 
demon or demon’s helper. A _ curious 
duplication of later beliefs. Yet even here 
the death of a cat was a serious offense. 
This was partly due to the belief that 
after a person died he may reincarnate as 
a cat. One Chinese Empress, having cruelly 
killed a woman of her court, banned all 
cats from the palace. The lady had 
threatened to come back as a cat, but after 
turning the Empress into a rat, and the 
Empress believed that she could do it. 

It is another curious facet of cat lore, 
that though the Dark Ages, and other 
periods of time, associated the black cat 
with demons and bad luck, yet in many 
legends, folklore and superstitions a black 
cat is the very best symbol of good luck. 
Cats in general are considered good luck 
in most folklore, stemming no doubt from 
the early worship of them as gods. Accept- 
ance by a cat came to indicate that the 
gods were smiling upon the recipient of 
the cat’s love. 

It is strange to note that in Russia, 
where religion has been blasted as super- 
stition, mothers still put a cat into a new 
cradle to drive away all evil spirits before 
placing an infant in the bed. But the 
Russians are not alone in this belief. The 
same belief is also held in many other 
northern countries. It is a curious fact 
that this belief is apparently limited in a 
geographical manner. 

In Wales, Scotland and Ireland, if a 
bride hears a cat sneeze on her wedding 
day, she is certain to have a long and 
happy married life. In Cornwall, Eng- 
land, if you have eye trouble someone is 
sure to suggest that you brush your eyes 
nine times with the tail of a black cat. It 
must be black, no other color will do any 
good, and the cat must be absolutely and 
totally black. In certain parts of the 
United States, folk tales give detailed in- 
structions for forecasting the weather, just 
by observing how a cat washes itself. In 
some of these tales, even the color of the 
cat must be considered in determining what 
the weather will be. 

In every country and age, one belief in 
the cat has held constant. This is the 
acceptance of their ability to see and con- 
verse with things unseen by human beings. 
Many books have been written dealing 
with the cat’s occult abilities. The cat's 
power to protect against these same unseen 
influences is also generally accepted, but 
again the potency of their power varies 
from country to country and is said to 
depend upon their color. The black cat, 
however, is always considered the most 
powerful. 

After the Dark Ages, from which came 
many of the present day superstitions about 
cats, they gradually came back into favor 
as a household pet. After such a long 
series of ups and downs in their relation- 
ship with the human race, it is not at all 
surprising that the cat family sometimes 
tends to be aloof and reticent about be- 
stowing their affections on such fickle 
things as people.

Despite careful diet and veterinary care, 
I recently lost my nine-year-old cat. He 
suffered from kidney infection and even 
as the doctor was preparing him for sur- 
gery to drain his bladder, it burst and he 
died. What is the latest report on treat- 
ment or care for this deadly condition? 

—Janice Cooper 
1620 Pearl, Columbus, Ind. 

The most important part of care for this 
condition is observation on the part of the 
owner as to whether or not the cat is 
urinating freely and regularly. Any sign 
of his going to the pan and straining to 
relieve himself is time to get to the vet. 
Many people will believe that the cat ts 
constipated because of the straining and 
begin giving laxatives and enemas when 
the real trouble is an inability to urinate. 
Medication and treatment (sometimes sur- 
gical) will vary with each case dependent 
on its severity and duration. 

My two Siamese died without regaining 
consciousness after being operated on by 


two different veterinarians. In both in- 
stances the doctors said the operations 
were successful but the male lived 


only three days (in a coma the entire 
time) and the female died seven hours 
after surgery. Could it have been the 
wrong type of anesthetic used? Do Siamese 
respiratory systems call for more careful 
or precise sedation? I'd like to get another

Coincidence certainly has given you a 
hard blow. Some Siamese are difficult to 
work with but are not necessarily more 
susceptible to anesthetics than other cats. 
In the case of the male there no doubt 
was some systemic toxicity from the blad- 
der trouble which would have made him 
more prone to not physically overcome the 
effects of anesthesia. It is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer at times—should surgery 
be resorted to or should we wait? 


I am concerned about my three-year-old 
Cream male who has lost his ruff.

The doctor has tried all the ointments 
and solutions but nothing seems to help 
clear up the discharge of reddish matter 
from that eye.

Unless there is some mechanical reason 
for the loss of hair such as rubbing, the 
use of 14 gr. thyroid daily along with 
some male hormone medication may be 
of some value. The eye condition may be 
due to some very short hairs growing on 
the under side of the eyelids, or the lacry- 
mal duct that extends from the corner of 
the eye into the nose may be closed. This 
would cause the normal tears that form 
to run from the eye in the manner you 
describe instead of into the nasal passsage. 


For the past month, my six-month-old 
kittens have been sneezing, have sniffles 
and all the general symptoms of the hu- 
man cold. I've been giving them vitamins 
plus penicillan along with their regular 
diet. They haven't dysentry, nor are they 
listless.

This is a result of one of the respiratory 
infections that cats are subject to and can 
be quite maddening in attempts to check 
it quickly. Be sure that they are not in 
any draft. You might try using a sun 
lamp on them for fifteen to thirty minutes 
a day also. One of the other antibiotics 


might be more effective than the peni- 
cillin.

Shelter Notes 
HOLYOKE KITTEN CLUB 


Throughout America their are dozens of 
privately operated kitten and cat shelters. 
They do not operate in the same way as 
the national societies who strive to “con- 
trol” the cat population. Instead, their 
principles are based on love and respect 
for the individual cat, and their efforts 
are devoted to the finding of suitable homes 
for all homeless cats and kittens which 
come to their attention. 

Typifying the best in such organizations 
is the Holyoke Kitten Club of Holyoke 
Mass. With only about one hundred mem- 
bers—who pay dues of only $2.00 per 
year—the club nevertheless last year found 
homes for 769 kittens, 69 cats, eight dogs, 
and one racoon. In the tweny-seven years 
since their founding in 1924, more than 
11,000 cats and kittens have been placed. 

Under the direction of Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Mrs. Walter L. Hamilton, the half- 
dozen or so active workers of the club 
board and deliver cats, seek homes for 
them, and ferret out means of saving strays 
from those who would destroy them. Their 
best means of finding homes is through 
newspaper advertising, which they maintain 
continuously. They are also well-known 
enough, so that cat-seekers often come to 
them, even from distant points. Cats are 
spayed and altered before being placed, 
and at present three expectant mothers are 
being boarded until their litters arrive, 
then homes will be found for all. 

The fame of the Club’s work has spread

-so is such a combination possible in the 
Manx. Another real possibility is the long- 
haired Manx. There are a few breeders, in- 
cluding myself, who are already working on 
this. These are being developed without 
outcrossing the Manx with the Persian, and 
some very beautiful and typey kittens have 
been produced. 

Most breeders hate to admit the fact 
that they unwittingly produced a longhaired 
Manx. If this poor so-called misfit is not 
destroyed, then it is neutered and given 
away as a household pet, even if it is a 
show-quality rumpy. 

The Manx has been much maligned in the 
past and even now. At one show I recently 
attended, one lady looked at my entry and 
then in a very horrified voice stated, “I 
think that anybody who would cut a tail 
off should be put in jail.”’ I was so amazed 
that before I could speak she had walked 
away in a huff. Since then I have found 
that only about two out of every ten people 
have any idea of what a Manx really is. 

The public needs to be educated on the 
Manx, and so do many breeders who claim 
that they have never had a _ longhaired 
Manx turn up in their litters.
